THE WAY TO PEACE. 
The importance of the re-estabash­ 
ment of formal peace between this 
country and Germany has been real­ 
ized with peculiar force in the busi­ 
ness world. 
The anomalous condition 
of affairs resulting from the failure to 
ratify the Versailles treaty was very 
embarrassing 
to business; 
and to­ 
wards the end of the 
Treaty 
fight 
there were many business men who, 
for business reasons, were urging the 
establishment of peace by whatever 
means seemed practicable. 
Thus— 
for purely business reasons— many of 
them supported the iniquitous Knox 
resolution without 
knowing 
what it 
was or considering 
what 
it 
would 
mean. 
It would bring formal peace— 
some soil of formal peace and to their 
minds that was all that mattered. 
The Knox resolution failed, as it 
was bound to fail. The country is still 
technically at war, and business still 
suffers embarrassment 
and 
loss re­ 
sulting from that fact. 
The republi­ 
can party, having virtually surrender­ 
ed to the Bitter-enders, is more than 
ever committed against the Versailles 
Treaty; and being committed against 
the Treaty, the only means which it 
can offer the people for reestablishing 
peace is a revival of the Knox plan, 
now thoroughly discredited and rec­ 
ognized as not only dishonorable, but 
also inadequate and dangerous. 
The 
democrats on the other hand, have a 
perfectly plain and simple and direct 
remedy to offer, namely, ratification 
of the Treaty of Versailles. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, speaking at 
Jamestown, N. D., told the audience 
that if Governor Cox is elected presi­ 
dent in November the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles will be ratified 
within 
sixty 
days. 
The answer that the republi­ 
cans will make to this is obvious. They 
will say that even if Mr. Cox should 
win, the Treaty could not be ratified 
because the necessary two-thirds of 
the senate could not he secured for 
ratification. 
The argument will not 
hold water. 
Cox’s victory in this elec­ 
tion will be equivalent to a mandate 
from the people 
which 
the 
senate 
could not possibly ignore. 
A peace of 
*ome sort will have to be concluded 
after the election. It cannot be a sep­ 
arate peace by 
resolution 
if in the 
meantime the people 
have 
declared 
against that soil: of peac by electing 
Cox. 
It will have to be, as it should 
be, a peace by ratification of the Trea­ 
ty. 
In other words, the 
right 
way to 
peace is also 
the 
.shortest way, the 
way that Mr. Roosevelt 
points out. 
Elect Cox and Roosevelt and we shall 
have a quick peace and the right sort 
of peace.

IRELAND AND THE LEAGUE. 


“There is no phase or feature of the 
whole plan of the League of Nations 
which is more explicit than that which 
deals with the self-determination of 
the peoples of the earth.

on fourteen principles, and major 
among them was the principle of self- 
determination.

geneity of a people and expect them 
to be happy. 
“I am in favor of the application of 
the principle of self-determination in 
Japan, in China, in Turkey, in Ireland 
or anywhere else.”— Governor Cox. 
Governor Cox showed later that by 
the terms of the 
Covenant 
of the 
League of Nations itself (Article XI) 
it is declared to be the friendly right 
of each member of the league to bring 
to the attention of the assembly or 
council any 
circumstance 
whatecer 
affecting international relations and 
good understanding 
between 
mem­ 
ber nations, and that when the United 
States becomes a member of the 
league this nation might, in all prop­ 
riety and good feeling, plead Ireland’s 
cause before the council of the league.
